Mr.  Knode  said:  "NBC  Radio  is  delighted  that  its  full 
schedule  of  special  features  and  national  and  international  news 
will  be  brought  to  the  people  of  northeastern  Ohio  through  the 
market's  key  station."

NBC  NEWS  *  TV  PROGRAMMING  FOR  NOVEMBER  TO  EXCEED  100  HOURS 
Five  Special  Broadcasts  Already  Scheduled 

With  five  special  programs  produced  by  NBC  News  already 
scheduled  for  presentation  on  the  NBC-TV  Network  during  November,  the 
total  NBC  News  programming  for  the  month  will  well  exceed  100  hours. 

The  five  specials  will  add  five  and  one  half  hours  to  the 
total  of  92  hours  and  40  minutes  accounted  for  by  39  regular  NBC  News 
programs.  In  addition,  hard-news  specials  —  the  so-called  "Instant 
specials"  --  will  cover  late-breaking  developments,  which  often  are 
scheduled  only  hours  before  they  are  aired. 

A  wide  range  of  subjects,  from  the  life  and  work  of  a  19th 
Century  painter  to  a  manned  orbital  flight  in  this  space  age,  will  be 
treated  in  the  five  specials,  four  of  which  are  slated  for  prime  evening 
time.  These  programs  are: 

"The  Many  Faces  of  Spain"  Tuesday,  Nov.  14  ( 10-11  p.m.  EST), 
a  filmed  documentary  on  the  work,  life  and  leisure  of  the  people  of 
Spain,  narrated  by  Chet  Huntley.  It  will  show  Spain's  industry,  its 
great  cities;  Its  vast  estates;  land  reform;  the  beginning  of  a  new 
middle  class  --  the  shop  workers;  religious  life,  and  Spain's  colorful 
festivals.  The  program  will  include  an  interview  with  Julian  Marias, 
a  leading  Spanish  philosopher  and  intellectualist . 

"Vincent  Van  Gogh:  A  Self-Portrait"  Friday,  Nov,  17  (9:30  to 
10:30  p.m.  EST),  a  color  program  retracing  the  famous  artist's  life 
through  his  own  words  and  his  drawings  and  paintings  --  many  of  them 
filmed  for  the  first  time.  Lee  J.  Cobb  will  speak  Van  Gogh's  words

and  Martin  Gabel  will  do  the  narration.  This  program  will  be  the  first 
documentary  to  draw  on  the  hundreds  of  revealing  letters  written  by 
Van  Gogh.  It  also  will  show  scores  of  Van  Gogh’s  canvases  and  sketches 
from  museums  and  private  collections  in  this  country,  in  Europe  and 
behind  the  Iron  Curtain. 

A  debate  on  "The  Nation’s  Future"  Sunday,  Nov.  19  (5  to 
6  p.m.  EST)  between  Dr.  Harrison  S.  Brown,  professor  of  geochemistry 
at  California  Institute  of  Technology,  and  Herman  Kahn,  director  of 
Hudson  Institute  and  author  of  "On  Thermonuclear  War."  They  will 
discuss  the  question  whether  the  U.  S.  would  survive  a  nuclear  attack. 

"Crossing  the  Threshold"  Friday,  Nov.  24  (9-10:30  p.m.  EST), 
the  "biography"  of  a  manned  orbital  flight  --  the  first  of  three  90- 
minute  programs  exploring  man’s  scientific  frontiers  in  the  space  age. 
Taking  a  hypothetical  flight  as  its  subject,  the  program  will  dramatize 
the  human  side  of  this  endeavor  and  will  draw  upon  authentic  experiences 
of  people  involved  in  or  affected  by  previous  test  or  manned  projectile 
flights.  It  will  include  excerpts  of  Soviet  films  of  the  space  flights 
of  Ma j .  Yuri  Gagarin  and  Ma j .  Gherman  S.  Titov,  marking  the  first 
public  showing  of  these  films  in  the  United  States. 

"The  Good  Ship  HOPE"  Tuesday,  Nov.  28  (7:30-8:30  p.m.  EST), 
the  story  of  the  hospital  ship  HOPE,  starring  Ralph  Bellamy  as  on-the- 
scene  narrator.  Filmed  in  South  Vietnam,  the  program  will  show  how 
American  doctors  and  nurses  accomplished  a  two-fold  mission  of  giving 
specialized  training  to  the  native  medical  profession  and  treating 
tens  of  thousands  of  patients. 
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RUSSELL  JONES,  PULITZER  PRIZE  WINNER,  JOINS  NBC  NEWS 


Russell  Jones,  winner  of  a  Pulitzer  Prize  for 
his  coverage  of  the  Hungarian  uprising  in  1956,  has  joined 
NBC  News.  After  a  brief  assignment  in  Africa,  he  will  be 
based  in  Vienna  as  roving  European  correspondent. 

Jones,  who  was  born  in  Minneapolis,  Minn.,  worked 
on  the  Stillwater  (Minn.)  Post  Messenger  and  then  the  St. 
Paul  Dispatch  as  a  reporter  and  as  a  radio  columnist. 

During  World  War  II  he  helped  found  Stars  and 
Stripes  and  worked  for  that  newspaper  as  a  combat 
correspondent  in  North  Africa  and  in  Europe.  After  the 
war  he  continued  with  Stars  and  Stripes  as  a  civilian 
correspondent,  then  became  editor  for  Germany  of  the 
Weekend  Magazine. 

In  1949  he  joined  United  Press  and  served  in 
London,  Vienna,  Frankfurt,  the  Middle  East  and  in  Prague 
and  other  capitals  of  Eastern  Europe.  He  covered  the 
Hungarian  uprising  for  UP  and  won  an  Overseas  Press  Club 
Award  and  other  honors  besides  the  Pulitzer  Prize. 

After  10  years  with  UPI,  Jones  joined  CBS  in  1959 
and  during  the  past  two  years  has  covered  stories  in  New 
York,  Washington,  the  Middle  East  and  the  Congo.

NBC  Special  Projects  to  Present  TV  Portrait-in-Action  Nov.  29 

The  warmly-acclaimed  new  NBC  Special  Projects  "World  of  - " 

series  will  present  its  second  TV  portrait-in-action,  "The  World  of 
Billy  Graham,"  Wednesday,  Nov.  29  (10-11  p.m.  EST). 

Its  first,  "The  World  of  Bob  Hope,"  was  hailed  by  critics 
last  month  as  a  "dramatically  new  and  exciting  form"  and  "nothing  less 
than  a  radical  innovation  in  television  technique."  Eugene  S.  Jones 

is  producer  and  director  of  "The  World  of  - ."  Donald  B.  Hyatt, 

Director  of  NBC  Special  Projects,  is  executive  producer. 

"The  Graham  program  offers  even  more  dramatic  and  entertain¬ 
ing  variants  than  the  Bob  Hope,"  Jones  says.  "It  is  not  a  religious 
show,  but  rather  the  story  of  a  man  and  his  world.  We  are  thrust  boldly 
into  a  drama  of  real  life  which  surpasses  anything  that  could  come  from 
the  pen  of  a  fiction  writer." 

For  three  months,  Jones  and  his  highly  mobile  sound-camera 
crew  traveled  more  than  41,000  miles  at  the  side  of  Billy  Graham.  They 
spent  26  days  in  Great  Britain  accompanying  him  on  a  crusade,  and  also 
were  with  him  on  crusades  in  Minnesota  and  Pennsylvania. 

They  went,  too,  where  cameras  had  never  been  permitted 
before:  the  four-story  world  headquarters  of  the  Billy  Graham

broadcast  election  coverage  from  11:15  to  11:30  p.m.  EST. 

Beginning  at  7  p.m.  and  headed  by  Chet  Huntley,  NBC  News 
coverage  of  New  York  City  returns  was  well  ahead  of  the  other  major 
networks  --  by  as  much  as  300,000  votes. 

When  Republican  mayoralty  candidate  Louis  J.  Lefkowitz  con¬ 
ceded,  NBC  broadcast  his  statement.  This  was  followed  by  Mayor  Robert 
F.  Wagner’s  victory  statement  from  a  jammed  platform  in  the  Hotel 
Astor. 

Under  the  general  supervision  of  William  R.  McAndrew, 

Executive  Vice  President,  NBC  News,  the  coverage  included  numerous 
reports  from  NBC  News  correspondents  at  various  remote  locations. 

As  early  as  7:35  p.m.,  NBC  News’  Merrill  Mueller,  who  reported 
New  York  City  results  throughout  the  evening,  predicted,  "if  Mayor 
Wagner  keeps  his  60  percentage  of  the  votes,  he  will  win."

Pulitzer  Prize-winning  playwright  Arthur  Miller’s  only 
published  novel,  "Focus, "  will  be  dramatized  as  a  full-hour  special  on 
the  NBC  Television  Network  early  next  year. 

This  is  believed  to  be  the  first  network  TV  treatment  of  an 
Arthur  Miller  work  in  this  country.  An  NBC  Public  Affairs  presentation, 
it  will  be  produced  in  cooperation  with  the  American  Jewish  Committee’s 
Institute  of  Human  Relations.  It  will  be  taped  Dec.  20  in  NBC’s 
Brooklyn  studios.  Playdate  will  be  announced  soon. 

Miller's  first  major  success,  "Focus"  tells  a  story  about 
anti-Semitism  in  a  middle-class  New  York  neighborhood.  Its  central 
character  is  a  man  whose  neighbors  mistakenly  believe  him  to  be  Jewish. 

Selection  of  "Focus"  for  TV  adaptation  was  prompted  by  its 
pertinence  to  the  present,  according  to  Dr.  John  Slawson,  executive 
vice  president  of  the  American  Jewish  Committee.  The  book  was  published 
in  19^5. 

"Practically  all  of  the  patterns  of  anti-Semitic  prejudice 
remain,  but  the  manifestations  have  changed, "  Dr.  Slawson  said.  "Today, 
these  manifestations  are  more  subtle  and  polite." 

S.  Lee  Pogostin  will  adapt  the  novel  for  TV,  and  Fielder  Cook 
will  direct.  Co-producers  will  be  Doris  Ann,  manager  of  religious

programs  for  the  NBC-TV  Network,  and  Milton  E.  Krents,  representing 
the  A.J.C.’s  Institute  of  Human  Relations. 

"Focus"  has  been  generally  praised  for  its  eloquence.  "In 
words  that  burn  like  carbolic  acid,  that  flash  like  tracer  bullets 
through  the  midnight  of  bigotry,"  one  critic  wrote,  "Arthur  Miller  has 
pictured  the  agonizing  fear  and  revulsion  and  finally  the  courage  of  a 
little  man  named  Newman. 

Arthur  Miller’s  "All  My  Sons"  (1947)  and  "Death  of  a 
Salesman"  (1949)  brought  him  into  the  front  rank  of  American  playwright 
The  latter  work  won  a  Pulitzer  Prize.  His  subsequent  plays  include 
"The  Crucible"  (1953)  and  "A  View  from  the  Bridge"  (1955).  Last  year 
Miller  wrote  the  film  script  for  "The  Misfits." 

The  American  Jewish  Committee’s  Institute  of  Human  Relations, 
with  headquarters  in  New  York  City,  was  founded  in  i960  to  promote 
further  research  and  to  improve  educational  techniques  in  the  field  of 
inter-group  relations.  A  warmly  acclaimed  hour-long  NBC-TV  Network  pro 
gram,  "Destiny’s  Tot,"  was  broadcast  Jan.  24,  i960,  to  mark  the 
dedication  of  the  institute.  This  was  a  true  psychoanalytic  tale 
providing  a  close  look  at  what  went  into  the  making  of  a  young  fuehrer 
who  led  an  anti-Semitic  storm  trooper  group  in  this  country  until  he 
was  jailed  during  World  War  II.

"Angola:  Journey  to  A  War, "a  program  of  NBC's  "White  Paper" 
series  has  been  televised  in  16  foreign  areas  since  it  was  presented 
by  NBC-TV  Sept.  19,  1961,  it  was  announced  today.  Alvin  Ferleger, 
Manager  of  Sales  for  NBC  International,  distributor  of  the  programs 
abroad,  said  that  this  is  the  first  "White  Paper"  special  to  be  seen  in 
that  many  countries  in  so  short  a  period. 

The  overseas  areas  where  "Angola"  was  televised  are:  Germany, 
England  (BBC),  France,  Holland,  Switzerland,  Belgium,  Italy,  Sweden, 
Japan,  Austria,  Hong  Kong,  Philippines,  Australia,  Denmark,  Norway  and 
Finland. 

Mr.  Ferleger  said  that  the  impact  of  the  NBC  News  and  Public 
Affairs  programs  has  been  widely  felt  throughout  the  world.  He  cited 
the  "Project  20"  series,  "World  Wide  60,"  the  "Purex  Specials,"  the  Gulf 
news  specials,  "Our  Man  in  Hong  Kong,"  and  "JFK  Reports"  as  examples  of 
programs  which  have  created  interest  abroad.  He  said  that  broadcasters 
in  many  lands  now  produce  their  own  public  affairs  programs,  modeled 
after  those  of  NBC. 

There  is  a  German  "Meet  the  Press,  "  for  example,  and  "Sitdown," 
a  program  of  the  "White  Paper"  series,  prompted  the  TCN  network  in 
Australia  to  produce  a  similar  program  concerning  the  treatment  of  the 
aborigines  in  that  country.  Sender  Freies  Berlin  has  a  morning  program,

McKENZIE- CONDON’S  CHICAGOANS,  HISTORIC  "JAZZ  AGE"  BAND, 

REUNITED  AFTER  34  YEARS  FOR  "CHICAGO  AND  ALL  THAT  JAZZ" 

After  34  years,  the  historic  band  that  once  called  itself 
McKenzie-Condon ‘s  Chicagoans  is  reunited  for  the  first  time  —  and 
quite  possibly  the  last  --  in  "Chicago  and  All  That  Jazz,"  full-hour 
color  broadcast  on  the  "Du  Pont  Show  of  the  Week"  Sunday,  Nov.  26 
( NBC - TV,  10-11  p.m.  EST). 

This  all-star  NBC  Special  Projects  program,  produced  and 
written  by  William  Nichols,  is  basically  a  story  of  how  the  music  that 
gave  the  flamboyant  Twenties  its  "Jazz  Age"  tag  spread  through  the  Middle 
West.  It  has  Garry  Moore  as  narrator,  and  features  20  of  the  giants 
among  contemporary  jazz  performers. 

The  reassembled  Chicago  group  plays  selections  from  the  TV 
program  on  an  LP  disk  Verve  Records  will  release  Nov.  16,  ten  days 
before  the  show  itself  reaches  the  screen.  The  disk  bears  the  same  title 
as  this  TV  show  that  brought  about  the  reunion.  And  thereby  hangs  a 
tale . 

Nichols  called  Eddie  Condon  to  see  if  he  might  reorganize  his 
old  recording  band  of  1927  to  do  some  numbers  for  the  forthcoming  Special 
Projects  TV  show.  Condon  then  set  out  to  round  up  his  old  friends  of 
34  years  ago.

Two  of  the  original  group  were  missing  —  one  dead  and  one 
retired.  They  were  replaced  by  two  men  who  had  been  playing  in  or 
around  Chicago  when  the  now  top-rare  original  recordings  were  made  for 
the  old  Okeh  label. 

Gene  Krupa,  drums,  was  in  Yonkers,  N.  Y.,  and  willing.  Joe 
Sullivan,  piano,  was  in  California,  but  willing  to  travel.  Jimmy 
Me Part land,  trumpet,  was  playing  in  New  York  and  also  willing.  Bud 
Freeman,  tenor  saxophone,  was  on  the  road  with  a  quartet  of  his  own, 
but  agreed  to  arrive  in  time  for  the  TV  show.  Jack  Teagarden,  trombone, 
was  also  on  the  road,  playing,  singing  and  leading  his  band.  (He  had 
not  been  on  the  1927  recording  date,  but  had  been  associated  closely 
with  the  group  and  made  several  sides  with  the  Chicagoans  after  they 
had  moved  to  New  York.  His  presence,  Condon  said,  was  a  necessity,  and 
Teagarden  came  in.) 

Frank  Teschmaker,  clarinet,  had  died  in  1932.  Condon  there¬ 
fore  got  Pee  Wee  Russell,  who  had  been  at  one  time  with  the  original 
Chicago  group.  Jim  Lannigan,  was  in  retirement  and  couldn’t  be  lured 
out  of  it,  so  Condon  called  in  Bob  Haggart  as  jazz  bass  replacement. 

The  TV  show  was  taped  in  NBC’s  Brooklyn  studios  Oct.  31*  The 
Chicago  group  left  rehearsal  Oct.  30  to  record  the  LP  album  in  Webster 
Hall,  Manhattan. 

"They  had  a  punishing  schedule  to  get  through  when  they 
assembled  in  Webster  Hall,"  says  Richard  Gehman,  a  writer  on  jazz  who  was 
present,  "but  they  played  with  the  same  driving  exuberance  that  they  had 
shown  on  their  original  date  --  and  it  might  not  be  inaccurate  to  say 
that  they  played  a  little  better.  There  is  only  one  word  for  this 
session.  It  was  historic."  Condon  says:  "Nobody  was  there  to  do  any¬ 
thing  but  play  the  music."

How  Japan  is  undergoing  turbulent  revolution  --  social, 
economic  and  cultural  --  and  how  this  has  created  "the  most  staggering 
break  imaginable  between  the  old  generations  and  the  new"  will  be  shown 
in  "Japan:  East  Is  West, "  a  full-hour  NBC  News  special  program  in 
color  Monday,  Dec.  4  on  NBC -TV  (8-9  p.m.  EST). 

The  broadcast  will  be  sponsored  by  Lincoln-Mercury  division  of 
the  Ford  Motor  Company.  It  was  filmed  in  Japan  over  a  10-week  period 
last  Summer,  with  Edwin  Newman  as  on-the-scene  narrator. 

Newman  explains  that  Japan  is  proceeding  at  "a  mad  gallop  to  a 
stage  of  development  other  countries  took  centuries  to  get  to."  When 
Commodore  Matthew  Perry  visited  Japan  in  1853  and  forced  open  its  doors 
for  American  trade,  the  Japanese,  then  as  now,  "were  keenly  interested 
in  everything  Western,  from  tools  to  a  tuba  and  a  miniature  train  for  the 
Emperor,"  Newman  says.  Speeded  up.  Westernization  has  brought  Japan 
rock  and  roll,  Elvis  Presley  imitators,  a  forest  of  TV  antennas  atop 
buildings,  nylon  stockings,  new  kinds  of  recreation  that  have  become 
big  business,  and  an  amusement  park  called  "Dreamland"  which  is  pattern¬ 
ed  after  "Disneyland."

in  a  way  that  no  one  could  foresee  and  how  mechanization  has  spread  to 
agriculture.  Over  the  last  10  years,  Newman  points  out,  Japan’s 
economy  has  grown  faster  than  that  of  any  other  country  and  Japan  is 
now  the  world’s  fourth  industrial  power. 

U.  S.  Ambassador  Edwin  L.  Reischauer,  Prime  Minister  Hayato 
Ikeda,  Socialist  Party  leader  Saburo  Eda  and  Cecil  Brown,  chief  of 
NBC  News ’  Far  Eastern  Bureau,  discuss  the  economic  and  political  trends 
of  Japan  and  the  relationship  between  Japan  and  the  United  States.  Some 
disturbing  effects  of  the  social  upheaval  in  Japan  are  described  by 
Prof.  Hiroshi  Minami,  the  country’s  pioneer  social  psychologist;  Shimpei 
Ikejima,  one  of  Japan’s  leading  editors,  and  Mrs.  Takeji  Tanabe  of  the 
Family  Planning  Association. 

In  contrast  with  modern  Japan,  the  program  shows  examples  of 
the  country’s  traditional  culture  —  a  tea  house  with  its  Geishas; 
gardens  in  Kyoto,  the  ancient  capital;  the  Noh  drama;  the  puppet  theatre, 
Bunraku,  and  the  elaborate  Gion  Festival.

In  manner  and  make-up,  "U.  S.  Grant,  An  Improbable  Hero"  will 
differ  strikingly  from  the  well-remembered  "Meet  Mr.  Lincoln,"  though 
employing  in  part  the  stills-in-action  technique  the  earlier  "Project 
20"  program  first  brought  to  TV. 

The  new  NBC  Special  Projects  portrait  of  General  Grant,  pro¬ 
duced  by  John  McGiffert,  will  be  broadcast  Friday,  Nov.  24  (8:30  to 
9  p.m.  EST),  with  Thomas  Mitchell  narrating.  (General  Robert  E.  Lee 
will  be  the  subject  of  a  companion  Civil  War  Centennial  TV  portrait  to 
be  broadcast  in  January.) 

Though  "Meet  Mr.  Lincoln"  dealt  with  Abraham  Lincoln's  years 
as  President,  the  new  program  will  center  on  General  Grant  as  a  military 
man  since,  in  McGiffert's  words,  "he  was  a  hero  only  as  a  soldier,  not 
as  a  President." 

The  Civil  War  was  we 11 -documented  by  Matthew  Brady  and  other 
cameramen,  but  there  is  little  photographic  material  on  the  Mexican  War, 
in  which  Grant  distinguished  himself  as  a  young  officer.  For  this 
period,  therefore,  McGiffert  is  drawing  chiefly  upon  a  wealth  of 
paintings  and  lithographs. 

For  the  years  between  the  Mexican  and  Civil  Wars,  with 
photographs  still  in  short  supply,  McGiffert  will  stage  two  or  three

dramatic  vignettes  with  non-speaking  actors.  In  a  departure  from  normal 
TV  technique,  the  actors  will  be  filmed  in  long  shots  only,  thereby 
avoiding  conflict  with  the  stills. 

As  for  the  Civil  War,  the  Grant  program  will  focus  on  the  key 
Vicksburg  campaign  and  the  last  year  of  the  conflict.  It  was  the 
Vicksburg  campaign,  engineered  and  carried  out  by  Grant,  that  split 
the  Confederacy  in  two  and  marked  the  beginning  of  the  end  of  the 
Southern  cause. 

A  third  technique  in  the  new  show,  supplementing  stills-in- 
action  and  dramatic  vignettes,  will  be  the  use  of  newly  made  films  of 
scenes  which  look  today  pretty  much  as  they  did  when  Grant  saw  them. 
These  will  include  river  scenes  of  the  Ohio  at  Point  Pleasant,  where 
Grant  was  born;  the  Hudson  at  West  Point,  where  he  was  schooled;  the 
Rio  Grande,  at  the  start  of  the  Mexican  War;  the  Columbia  in  the  North¬ 
west,  where  Grant  was  stationed  for  a  few  lonely  years;  and  the 
Mississippi  at  Vicksburg. 

The  Union  Central  Life  Insurance  Company,  returning  to  the 
broadcast  medium  for  the  first  time  in  25  years,  will  sponsor  both  the 
Grant  and  the  Lee  portraits.

EST.  The  playdate  was  announced  by  the  network  today. 

Decca  Records  made  known  today  that  it  will  issue  a  de  luxe 
long-playing  record  album  of  the  program  in  both  monaural  and  stereo 
versions  this  month.  The  national  release  date  will  be  Nov.  27. 

The  LP  album,  in  production  for  seven  months,  contains  the 
program’s  complete  sound  track  with  narration  and  original  orchestral 
score.  Robert  Russell  Bennett  composed  and  conducted  the  music,  which 
takes  its  main  theme  from  "0  Dulcissimo  Jesu, "  one  of  the  oldest 
Gregorian  chants.  Alexander  Scourby  narrates  the  Richard  Hanser  script, 
which  is  almost  wholly  in  the  words  of  the  King  James  version  of  the 
Bible.

-  'CROSSING  THE  THRESHOLD1  TO  TELL  STORY  OF  MANNED  ORBITAL  FLIGHT _ 

First  Program  of  NBC  News  3-Part  'Threshold'  Series  Will  Relate 
Events  from  7  Minutes  Before  Liftoff  to  End  of  Third  Orbiting 

The  exciting  story  of  a  manned  orbital  flight  from  seven 
minutes  before  liftoff  to  the  completion  of  the  third  orbit  of  the 
globe  will  be  told  in  "Crossing  the  Threshold"  Friday,  Nov.  24  on  the 
NBC-TV  Network  (9-10:30  p.m.  EST).  The  program  will  be  the  first  of  a 
three-part  series,  "Threshold,"  produced  by  NBC  News  and  sponsored 
by  the  Bell  System. 

The  action  of  authentic  test  or  manned  projectile  flights, 
the  preparations  for  them  and  the  experiences  of  many  people  involved 
in  them  will  be  synthesized  to  create  a  continuous  dramatic  account  of 
the  flight  planned  for  early  next  year  when  the  U.  S.  puts  an  astronaut 
in  orbit. 

"When  we  cut  away  from  the  flight  itself  --to  explain  an 
operation,  to  show  the  training  required  for  it  or  to  point  out  whose 
responsibility  it  is  --  we  always  try  to  convey  an  awareness  that  the 
flight  is  in  progress,"  producer  Robert  Bendick  said.  "We  create  this 
sense  of  urgency  by  having  the  viewers  hear  the  communication  between 
the  capsule  and  the  control  center  in  the  background  or  by  interrupt¬ 
ing  the  sequence  with  brief  cutbacks  to  the  flight." 

Several  officials  of  the  National  Aeronautics  and  Space 
Administration  will  explain  important  phases  of  the  flight  or  pre¬ 
flight  preparations.  They  include  Christopher  C.  Kraft  Jr.,  flight

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control  director  for  Mercury  Task  Force ;  Dr.  Stanley  White,  chief  of 
Life  Systems  Division,  NASA,  and  Lt .  Col.  John  A.  Powers,  public  affairs 
officer  for  NASA  Space  Task  Group. 

The  program  uses  animation  where  this  can  best  illustrate  a. 
technical  problem,  as,  for  example,  to  show  how  the  escape  tower  operate 
and  what  happens  when  the  capsule  re-enters  the  atmosphere.  NASA 
engineering  film  footage,  which  usually  is  used  only  for  scientific 
study,  will  provide  closeups  of  the  liftoff  in  slow  motion. 

Excerpts  of  Soviet  films  on  the  space  flights  of  Ma. j .  Yuri 
Gagarin  and  Ma  j .  Gherman  S.  Titov  will  have  their  first  public  showing 
in  the  United  States  on  this  program.  According  to  the  Russian  comment¬ 
ary,  the  film  of  Ma j .  Titov’s  orbital  flight  shows  television  pictures 
taken  from  the  space  capsule  during  the  flight,  the  training  of  the 
cosmonaut,  some  of  the  tracking  facilities  used  by  the  Russians  and 
part  of  the  actual  launching  of  the  missile. 

In  telling  the  story  of  the  planned  American  orbital  flight, 
"Crossing  the  Threshold"  will  present  the  opinions  and  ideas  of  people 
around  the  world,  based  on  previous  actual  flights .  These  reactions 
were  filmed  by  NBC  camera  crews  in  London,  Paris,  Rome,  New  Delhi, 
Moscow,  Tokyo  and  other  places.  The  program  also  shows  tracking 
facilities  in  the  Canary  Islands,  Bermuda,  Grand  Bahamas,  Nigeria, 
Zanzibar,  Canton  Island  off  the  coast  of  Australia,  Woomera.  in  the 
interior  of  Australia,  aboard  ships  in  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific,  and 
in  Mexico.

AUSTRALIAN  GAME  SHOW  VISITS  N.Y.  AND  TAPES  PROGRAM 
WITH  BOXING  EXPERTS  IN  NBC  NEW  YORK  STUDIOS 

Australia's  top-rated  television  game  show,  "Cole's  3,000- 
Pound  Question, "  came  to  New  York  "on  location"  recently  and  the 
occasion  marked  the  first  time  that  an  entire  Australian  TV  program  has 
been  taped  in  this  country.  NBC  International  invited  Herald  Sun 
Television  of  Melbourne,  producer  of  the  program,  to  use  NBC's  New  York 
Studios. 

Producer  Roland  Strong  accepted  the  offer  since  the  series 
current  champion,  John  Carew,  is  an  authority  on  boxing  and  New  York  has 
long  been  considered  the  world's  boxing  capital.  More  than  30 
American  boxing  authorities  were  interviewed,  and  six  were  selected  to 
appear  on  the  program.  Among  these  were  former  light -heavyweight 
champion,  Gus  Lesnevich  and  Izzy  Blank,  a  trainer. 

The  winner  was  Irv  Abramson,  a  New  York  sales  promotion 
executive.  Abramson,  who  was  recommended  by  Eddie  Eagan,  former  New 
York  State  boxing  commissioner,  will  fly  to  Melbourne  in  February,  1962, 
to  compete  against  Carew.  If  Abramson  wins  the  contest,  he  will 
receive  3,000  pounds  (or  $8,400). 

This  will  be  Abramson's  second  trip  to  Australia.  During  the 
Second  World  War  he  was  stationed  there  with  the  U.  S.  Army.

The  break  between  Albania  and  the  Soviet  Union  may 
provide  an  opportunity  to  be  exploited  by  the  West,  according 
to  an  article  by  NBC  News  correspondent  Irving  R.  Levine  in  the 
current  (Nov.  23)  issue  of  The  Reporter  magazine. 

Levine,  who  is  based  in  Rome  as  NBC’s  Mediterranean 
correspondent,  traces  Albania’s  difficulties  with  Moscow  during 
the  past  20  years.  He  points  out  that  of  all  the  Communist 
countries  only  Red  China  responded  to  Albanian  chief  Enver  Hoxha ’ 
appeals  for  aid  after  the  nation’s  harvest  failed  in  i960. 

"But  China’s  interest  in  Albania,  probably  does  not  go 
far  beyond  its  usefulness  as  a  pawn,"  Levine  writes.  "Sooner  or 
later  Albanians  may  have  to  look  elsewhere  for  help.  The  chances 
for  reconciliation  with  Russia,  while  Khrushchev  lives  seem  remote 
Herein,  some  Western  diplomats  believe,  may  lie  an  opportunity. 
After  all,  we  helped  Tito  when  it  seemed  to  be  to  our  advantage, 
and  Hoxha.ism  is  really  just  another  brand  of  Titoism."

- ’SOMEBODY  OUT  THERE  WANTS  TO  LEARN.’ ’  — - - — 

NBC’s  Edward  Stanley  Cites  Educational  Strides  of  Commercial  TV 
And  Tells  Land-Grant  College  and  State  University  Convocation 
Of  the  Need  for  Interconnected  TV  Operated  by  Educators 

It  is  "absurd"  that  the  United  States  does  not  have  a 
national  system  of  interconnected  television,  operated  and  programmed 
by  educators,  to  serve  the  purpose  and  ends  of  education. 

Edward  Stanley,  NBC  Director  of  Public  Affairs,  expressed  this 
view  in  a  talk  at  the  Centennial  Convocation  of  the  American  Association 
of  Land-Grant  Colleges  and  State  Universities  last  week  in  Kansas  City, 
Mo. 

"The  commercial  broadcasters  will  undoubtedly  continue  such 
programs  as  the  NBC-TV  Network  'Continental  Classroom,’"  Stanley  said, 
"but  education  is  not  our  main  concern,  as  you  may  have  concluded,  though 
it  is  yours." 

He  urged  educators  not  to  think  of  "this  new,  incredibly  power¬ 
ful  instrument  of  communication"  as  a  toy  of  some  kind,  or  something 
somehow  belonging  only  to  showbusiness .  "That  would  be  like  using  the 
printing  press  only  for  comic  books,"  he  said.  "Study  it,  understand 
the  device,  and  use  it,  for  it  can  be  the  greatest  pathway  to  the 
continuing  education  of  all  the  people  that  has  yet  come  within  your 
grasp. " 

Stanley  said  that  "Continental  Classroom, "  launched  in  1958, 
has  provided  "a  number  of  surprises." 

"We  thought  if  we  could  persuade  20  colleges  to  give  credit 
and  50  stations  to  broadcast  it  we  would  have  had  a  success,"  he  said.

"Instead,  we  had  nearly  300  colleges  and  universities  participating  and 
more  than  170  television  stations  broadcasting  the  course." 

At  the  start,  the  audience  numbered  about  500*000  and  "grew 
quickly"  to  around  700,000,  Stanley  said,  and  added:  "Imagine  that 
many  people  getting  up  to  follow  a  daily  lecture  in  physics  at  6:30  a.m. 
with  no  entertainment  gimmicks  whatever!  Somebody  out  there  wants  to 
learn. " 

The  weekly  unduplicated  audience  for  last  year’s  course  in 
Contemporary  Mathematics  he  put  at  1,500,000.  "Now  with  the  magnificent 
course  in  the  Structure  and  Functions  of  American  Government,  I  shall  be 
surprised  if  we  do  not  surpass  2,000,000  viewers,"  Stanley  commented. 

And  he  added,  in  an  aside  to  educators:  "The  moral  of  this 
is,  if  television  can  do  it,  you  can  do  it."

"Sentry  Abroad,"  full-hour  special  examining  this  country’s 
defense  posture  overseas,  will  be  presented  on  the  20th  anniversary  of 
the  attack  on  Pearl  Harbor  —  Thursday,  Dec,  7  (NBC-TV  Network, 

7*30-8:30  p.m.  EST).  NBC  News  correspondent  Frank  McGee  will  be  the 
commentator. 

Producer  Chet  Hagan  said  that  the  program  would  be  a  tele¬ 
vision  "primer"  on  U.  S.  military  strength  abroad.  He  said  it  would 
give  an  accounting  of  men  and  facilities  and  would  evaluate  U.  S. 
capabilities  to  prevent  another  surprise  attack  like  that  of  two 
decades  ago. 

The  program  will  include  an  interview  with  General  Lauris 
Norstad,  Supreme  Allied  Commander  in  Europe  and  Commander-in-Chief  of 
the  European  Theatre,  who  will  discuss  the  role  of  NATO  in  the  defense 
of  Europe.

A  group  of  young  Peace  Corps  volunteers  explain  why  they 
joined  and  how  they  feel  about  their  training,  their  jobs  and  Tanganyika, 
the  country  in  which  they  have  been  assigned  to  work  for  two  years,  in 
an  NBC  News  special  program  in  color  Friday,  Dec .  15  (9:30-10:30  p.m. 

EST)  on  the  NBC-TV  Network. 

"The  Peace  Corps  in  Tanganyika"  is  one  of  three  programs  under 
the  title  "Now... in  Our  Time,"  which  are  sponsored  by  the  Elgin  National 
Watch  Company. 

This  progress  report  follows  geologist  Matthew  P.  Wright  of 
Kane,  Pa.,  civil  engineer  George  A.  Johnson  of  Titusville,  Pa.,  and 
surveyors  Dennis  P.  Galvin  of  Boston  and  Thomas  M.  Katus  of  Rapid  City, 

S.  D.,  through  the  final  phase  of  their  training  in  the  African  bush. 

It  examines  the  part  they  will  play  in  the  development  of  Tanganyika, 
a  United  Nations  trust  territory  in  British  East  Africa,  which  is 
scheduled  to  become  independent  on  Dec.  9. 

Many  other  volunteers,  including  Leonard  D.  Bloom  of  New  York 
City;  John  E.  McPhee  of  Portland,  Ore.,  and  Alexander  M.  Quattlebaum 
Jr.  of  Florence,  S.  C.,  appear  in  the  filmed  report.  NBC  News’  White

McPhee  is  shown  attend¬ 
ing  Mass  and  receiving  Communion  with  a  large  group  of  Tanganyikans  at 
a  Roman  Catholic  mission  operated  by  the  Holy  Ghost  Fathers  at  Arusha. 

In  an  after-hours  social  club.  Peace  Corps  men  and  Africans  join  in 
playing  guitars  and  bongo  drums  and  drink  pombe,  a.  local  beverage  made 
of  banana  juice  and  millet  seed.

The  National  Broadcasting  Company,  America's  first  broad¬ 
casting  network,  has  reached  the  age  of  35.  And  the  first  network 
remains  America's  Number  One  network  measured  by  all  yardsticks  used 
to  gauge  performance,  progress  and  leadership  in  broadcasting,  adver¬ 
tising  and  showbusiness . 

As  officials  of  NBC's  388  American  affiliated  stations 
(199  TV  and  189  radio)  —  plus  a  group  of  overseas  affiliates  — 
gather  Dec.  6-8  at  Hollywood's  Beverly  Hilton  Hotel  for  their  annual 
meeting  and  to  observe  the  35th  anniversary,  they  will  share  in  the 
pride  of  NBC's  topical  —  and  typical  —  achievements: 

The  NBC  Television  Network's  diversified,  balanced 
programming  schedule  this  season  is  watched  most  by 
the  nation's  viewers,  both  daytime  and  nighttime. 

As  the  world's  largest  single  national  advertising 
medium,  the  NBC-TV  Network  is  Number  One  in  gross 
billings  among  all  networks. 

NBC  News  is  widely  recognized  as  broadcasting’s 

leading  news  and  public  affairs  organization  and 

has  won  unprecedented  audience  response  and  critical 

acclaim  for  its  coverage  and  interpretation  of  the 

issues  and  events  of  the  day.

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Long  a  pioneer  of  technical  advances ,  NBC  Tele¬ 
vision  is  the  industry’s  leader  in  color  tele¬ 
vision  programming  and  will  present  some  2,000 
hours  of  network  color  during  the  coming  year. 

The  NBC  Radio  Network,  meeting  current  radio 
needs  by  stressing  news  and  public  affairs,  has 
proved  its  Number  One  status  by  reversing  industry 
trends  to  show  profits  in  i960  and  again  in  1961. 

Virtually  half  of  all  network  radio  sponsored  time 
is  on  NBC,  which  offers  greater  circulation  than 
any  network  competitor. 

The  NBC  strides  can  be  spelled  out  in  terms  of  people  — 
men  with  the  creativity  to  shape  goals  and  the  capacity  to  achieve 
them. 

Robert  W.  Sarnoff,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  NBC,  has  had  a 
distinguished  broadcasting  career  which  spans  the  history  of  network 
television.  He  has  been  closely  identified  with  major  advances  and 
innovations  in  cultural,  information  and  educational  programming 
and  it  was  his  initiative  that  made  possible  "The  Great  Debate"  series 
between  John  F.  Kennedy  and  Richard  M.  Nixon  in  i960. 

Robert  E.  Kintner,  President  of  NBC,  has  achieved  an 
exceptional  record  in  both  broadcasting  and  journalism.  His  background 
in  both  media  is  reflected  in  NBC’s  clear-cut  industry  leadership  in 
news,  public  affairs  and  public  interest  programming. 

The  encyclopedic  and  kaleidoscopic  array  of  NBC  achieve¬ 
ments  on  TV  and  radio  is  a  record  of  pioneering,  originality  and 
consistent  progress.  The  alliterative  transitions  from  "Vic  and  Sade" 

(more) 
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to  "Victory  at  Sea,"  from  "Hopalong"  to  "Sing  Along,"  from 
"Kaltenmeyer’s  Kindergarten"  to  "Continental  Classroom,"  from  a  jovial 
Fibber  McGee  to  a  very  factual  Frank  McGee  have  all  made  for  literal 
transitions  from  pioneering  to  undisputed  leadership  for  NBC. 

On  Nov.  15,  1926,  the  first  NBC  Radio  program  went  on  the 
air  from  New  York’s  old  Waldorf  Astoria  with  a  four-hour-and-25- 
minute  (8  p.m. -12:25  a.m.  NYT)  array  of  top  stars  of  stage,  concert 
and  music  hall  over  a  network  of  25  stations  --  21  of  them  charter 
affiliates,  four  especially  added.  That  very  first  radio  program 
could  have  been  called  a  "spectacular"  or  "special"  in  the  industry 
vernacular  that  was  yet  to  be  coined. 

Radio  networking  was  born  with  the  advent  of  the  National 
Broadcasting  Company,  That  1926  milestone  climaxed  the  post-World 
War  I  development  of  wireless  telegraphy  when  scientists  gave  radio 
a  voice.  Endeavors  of  pioneer  individual  stations  had  impressed  David 
Sarnoff  (present  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  the  Radio  Corporation  of 
America  who  was  then  RCA’s  Vice  President  and  General  Manager)  and 
he  proposed  the  formation  of  NBC.  In  1926,  RCA  acquired  New  York’s 
station  WEAF  (now  WNBC)  from  the  American  Telephone  and  Telegraph 
Company  and  launched  NBC  as  a  service  of  RCA,  "to  provide,"  in  the 
words  of  an  RCA  spokesman,  "the  best  programs  available  for  broad¬ 
casting  in  the  United  States."  Merlin  Hall  Aylesworth  was  the  first 
NBC  President. 

The  promise  of  "best  programs"  came  true  --  first  in  radio, 
then  in  TV,  and  they  even  won  world  acclaim. 

Networking  provided  topflight  program  fare  and  facilities 
that  no  single  station  could  afford.  It  brought  superior  talent, 
more  headline  names  and  added  vital  services  to  every  affiliate  and, 

(more) 
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in  turn,  to  every  radio-equipped  home.  NBC  affiliation  added  prestige 
to  stations  without  sacrificing  any  of  their  individuality.  And 
networking  meant  that  advertisers,  too,  had  the  chance  to  buy 
sponsorship  in  national  programs,  local  programs,  or  a  combination 
of  both. 

The  early  radio  era  was  called  the  "catwhisker-and-crystal" 
stage.  NBC  started  out  with  a  roster  of  stars  that  established  a 
crystal-clear  standard  of  program  leadership  in  all  categories  of  radio 
and  TV. 

The  first-night  talent  roster  included  Mary  Garden  of  the 
Chicago  Opera  Company,  Will  Rogers,  Weber  and  Fields,  Walter  Damrosch 
conducting  the  New  York  Symphony  Orchestra,  Albert  Stoessel  conducting 
the  New  York  Oratorio  Society,  Titta  Ruffo  of  the  Metropolitan  Opera, 
pianist  Harold  Bauer,  an  operatic  sextette  and  a  light  opera  company 
conducted  by  Cesare  Sodero,  the  Goldman  Band  conducted  by  Edwin 
Franko  Goldman,  and  the  dance  orchestras  of  George  Olsen,  Ben  Bernie, 

B.  A.  Rolfe  and  Vincent  Lopez.  (it  is  of  interest  that,  on  this  very 
first  broadcast,  NBC  Radio  initiated  "remote  control"  pickups,  proving 
the  flexibility  of  network  radio  and  permitting  it  "to  go  places." 

Mary  Garden  broadcast  from  Chicago,  Will  Rogers  from  Independence, 
Kansas,  and  the  dance  bands  of  Olsen,  Bernie,  Rolfe  and  Lopez  from 
topflight  New  York  night  spots). 

Vast  challenges  posed  in  1926  as  NBC  blazed  the  network 
trail  were  met  with  successive  triumphs  in  programs,  sales  and 
engineering. 

There  was  boldness  in  NBC’s  pioneering.  The  new  organization, 
necessarily  establishing  its  own  formulas  and  precedents,  could  not 
afford  to  be  timid.  It  had  a  big  job  and  surprised  the  credulous  by 

(more) 
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tackling  the  job  and  doing  it  well.  NBC  made  advances  that  benefited 
the  entire  industry  —  even  the  competition  that  eventually  entered 
the  scene. 

The  need  for  program  material  and  talent  was  so  great  that, 
after  borrowing  the  best  other  entertainment  fields  could  offer,  NBC 
created  its  own  stars  --  with  some  of  the  new  names  becoming  famous 
on  stage  and  screen  as  well  as  radio  and  TV.  The  network  that  was 
immediately  acclaimed  in  the  U.S.A.  soon  became  a  world  sjnnbol  of 
leadership  in  the  major  industry  it  pioneered. 

NBC  was  faced  with  the  tremendous  task  of  shaping  a  major 
advertising-communications-entertainment  medium  so  huge  that  it  was 
almost  undefinable.  Radio  (and  eventually  TV)  was  at  once  a  dissemi¬ 
nator  of  information,  an  arm  of  the  entertainment  world  and  a  powerful 
advertising  force.  Nothing  the  world  knew  previously  carried  equal 
impact  in  reaching  out  everywhere  and  being  able  to  serve  everyone 
instantly  and  intimately.  Here  was  a  mass  communications  development 
which,  despite  its  vastness,  was  able  to  bring  the  world  to  Everyman’s 
doorstep  and  even  right  through  the  door  itself  to  reach  the  ears  and 
eyes  of  all. 

The  25  stations  that  carried  the  auspicious  premiere  marked 
the  greatest  hookup  up  to  that  time  (a  few  experimental  station 
groupings  had  been  made  earlier) .  The  first  NBC  network  extended  along 
the  Eastern  seaboard  from  Portland,  Me.,  to  Washington,  D.  C.  and  as 
far  West  as  Kansas  City.

NBC  proceeded  to  gain  in  size,  scope,  achievements  and 
earnings.  The  ordinal  of  "first"  was  naturally  applied  to  most  of 
the  early  NBC  endeavors  and  it  led  to  the  cardinal  of  "one"  in  ratings, 
status  and  prestige  right  through  the  years.  With  competitors  on  the 
scene,  NBC  kept  up  initiative  at  such  a  brisk  pace  that  pioneership 
turned  into  leadership.  The  big  parade  of  NBC  progress  was  on,  and 
it  never  halted. 

Eddie  Cantor  first  appeared  on  NBC  Radio  in  1926  and  had 
identification  with  NBC-TV  and  radio  in  many  following  years. 

NBC  Radio  entered  1927  —  just  six  weeks  after  its  1926 
debut  --  with  the  establishment  of  a  second  network;  the  first  was 
called  NBC-Red,  the  second  NBC-Blue.  New  Year’s  Day,  1927,  marked 

(more)

the  first  coast-to-coast  broadcast,  the  Rose  Bowl  game  at  Pasadena, 
Calif,  (an  event  that  has  been  a  continuing  NBC  Television  feature 
in  recent  years) .  A  West  Coast  regional  network  was  added  that  year, 
and  Canadian  stations  supplemented  the  NBC  affiliate  lineup.  The 
Dempsey-Tunney  prizefight  on  Sept.  22,  1927  was  carried  over  69 
stations,  the  biggest  hookup  to  date,  and  this  event  was  a  forerunner 
of  the  great  number  of  championship  ring  contests  covered  later  by 
NBC  Radio  and  NBC-TV.  On  Oct,  1  of  1927  NBC  opened  its  famous  New 
York  studios  at  711  Fifth  Avenue  where,  instead  of  makeshift  cloth- 
draped  improvised  studios,  streamlined  and  acoustically  engineered 
chambers  were  provided  for  the  various  types  of  broadcasts.  The  lay¬ 
out  was  a  model  for  broadcasters  the  world  over. 

"Collier's  Hour"  was  a  1927  premiere,  as  was  the  "National 
Farm  and  Home  Hour,"  pioneer  farm  service  program. 

In  1928,  NBC  Radio  covered  President  Coolidge's  opening  of 
the  Pan  American  Conference  in  Havana,  and  the  Republican  and 
Democratic  National  Conventions  that  nominated  Hoover  and  Alfred  E. 
Smith  (who  pronounced  the  medium  "raddio").  The  elections,  too,  were 
a  network  highlight.  This  indoctrination  in  broadcast  coverage  of 
politics  was  augmented  progressively  through  the  national  elections 
that  followed,  culminating  in  i960  with  the  NBC-initiated  "Great 
Debates"  on  TV  and  radio,  which  played  a  vital  part  in  the  Kennedy- 
Nixon  contest. 

Another  milestone  of  1928  was  the  issuance  of  a  construction 
permit  for  the  first  NBC-RCA  experimental  TV  station  in  New  York. 

On  Dec.  23,  the  NBC  coast-to-coast  radio  network  (58  stations)  was 
inaugurated  on  a  permanent  basis.  Reaching  out  for  big  names,  NBC 

(more)

obtained  A1  Jolson  as  a  radio  star  in  1928.  "The  National  Radio 
Pulpit"  and  "Voice  of  Firestone"  were  among  major  1928  premieres. 

The  first  short-wave  broadcast  from  England  —  a  symphony 
concert  —  was  a  1929  highlight.  On  March  4,  NBC  covered  its  first 
Presidential  Inauguration  with  Hoover’s  induction.  Rudy  Vallee  and 
"Amos  ’n’  Andy"  (Charles  Correll  and  Freeman  Gosden)  made  their  NBC 
debuts  that  year  --  and  proved  smash  hits. 

Programs  from  overseas  were  special  attractions  in  1930 
when  King  George  V  of  England  was  heard  from  the  London  Naval  Parley, 
and  Admiral  Byrd,  the  Antarctic  explorer,  from  New  Zealand.  Programs 
from  a  ship  and  a  submarine  further  proved  the  microphone's  ability 
to  travel  in  a  pattern  applied  to  this  day  on  NBC  Radio's  "Monitor." 

The  network  made  its  first  broadcast  from  Chicago's  Merchandise  Mart 
(later  to  become  the  main  studio  location  for  NBC’s  Central  Division). 

It  was  in  1930,  too,  that  plans  were  announced  for  New 
York's  Rockefeller  Center  which  would  include  a  headquarters  studio 
layout  for  swiftly  expanding  NBC.  In  the  same  year,  NBC's  experimental 
TV  stations,  W2XBS,  began  operation  from  the  New  Amsterdam  Theatre 
Roof  in  New  York,  using  a  mechanical  scanning-disk  system,  this  setup 
to  be  replaced  in  1931  with  an  electronic  transmitter  on  top  of  the 
Empire  State  Building.  A  major  star  of  the  future  --  Fred  Allen  -- 
made  his  first  appearance  on  NBC  in  1930. 

Walter  Winchell  started  his  weekly  news  commentaries  in 
1931.  The  same  year  witnessed  the  first  of  a  regular  series  of 
complete  operas  from  New  York's  Metropolitan  Opera  stage. 

A  major  comedy  debut  year  followed  in  1932  with  the  NBC 
premieres  of  Jack  Benny,  Ed  Wynn,  Jack  Pearl  and  Groucho  Marx.

"Captain  Henry’s  Maxwell  House  Showboat"  set  sail  on  the  NBC  Radio 
waves  for  a  long,  long  cruise. 

In  1932,  NBC  introduced  "One  Man’s  Family,"  developing  its 
earlier-established  pattern  of  Monday-through-Friday  daytime  series, 
which  was  to  have  a  long  career  on  NBC-TV  too.  Scores  of  other  long- 
run  dramatic  radio  serials  were  scheduled,  in  this  form  of  programming 
that  had  long  durability. 

Many  performers  in  NBC  Radio  serials  —  such  as  Burgess 
Meredith,  Joseph  Cotten,  Everett  Sloane  and  Richard  Widmark  —  emerged 
as  stars  in  other  showbusiness  media. 

The  daytime  serial  earned  popularity  in  TV,  too,  as  rep¬ 
resented  in  today’s  NBC-TV  schedule  with  "Young  Doctor  Malone."  In 
January,  1962,  NBC-TV  will  add  "Our  Five  Daughters." 

That  NBC  Radio  had  a  "nose"  for  spotting  new  stars  was  shown 
in  the  scheduling  of  Jimmy  (Schnoz)  Durante  and  Bob  (01'  Ski  Nose) 

Hope  in  1933.  Both  were  to  have  long  identification  with  NBC  Radio 
and  NBC-TV  in  regular  series  and  specials.  The  same  year  witnessed 
the  first  "Fireside  Chat"  of  President  Roosevelt,  a  formula  --  if 
not  title  —  that  carried  over  on  radio  and  TV  in  the  Truman, 
Eisenhower  and  Kennedy  administrations. 

It  was  in  1933  that  NBC  moved  into  its  headquarters  at 
New  York's  Radio  City,  the  RCA  Building  there  becoming  the  most 
famous  broadcasting  address  in  the  world.  (Elaborate  studio  layouts 
were  constructed  by  NBC  in  other  cities,  too,  one  of  the  most 
impressive  to  follow  being  Color  City  in  Burbank,  Calif.).  Studio 
facilities  are  available  to  NBC  in  the  seven  cities  where  its  owned 
stations  are  located.  NBC  owns  five  TV  stations  and  six  radio  (AM) 
stations.  The  TV  outlets  are  WNBO-TV,  New  York;  WRCV-TV,  Philadelphia 

(more) 
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WNBQ,  Chicago;  WRC-TV,  Washington,  and  KRCA,  Los  Angeles.  The  NBC- 
owned  radio  stations  are  WNBC,  New  York;  WRCV,  Philadelphia;  WMAQ, 
Chicago;  WRC,  Washington;  KNBC,  San  Francisco,  and  WJAS,  Pittsburgh. 

The  curtain  went  up  on  the  "Kraft  Music  Hall"  in  193-4  on 
NBC  Radio  and  the  title  and  program  had  significance  through  the  years, 
now  being  represented  on  NBC-TV  in  Perry  Como’s  starring  Wednesday 
night  color  series. 

Bing  Crosby  and  "Fibber  McGee  and  Molly"  started  on  NBC 
Radio  in  1935.  And  in  1935,  Fred  Waring  and  his  Pennsylvanians 
became  a  top  broadcasting  feature.  Edgar  Bergen  began  his  long-run 
series  on  NBC  Radio  in  1937  and  John  Barrymore  starred  in  six 
Shakespearean  adaptations. 

The  NBC  Symphony,  the  first  full-time  major  orchestra 
assembled  and  maintained  by  a  U.  S.  broadcasting  company,  was  launched 
in  1937  and,  in  one  of  the  biggest  broadcasting  talent  achievements 
of  all  time,  Arturo  Toscanini  was  brought  back  from  retirement  in 
Italy  to  head  it.  The  NBC  Symphony,  with  Toscanini  and  other  world- 
renowned  conductors,  later  expanded  its  achievements  to  TV  and  the 
concert  and  recording  worlds. 

New  York  area  owners  of  TV  sets  in  1938  saw  NBC’s  experimen¬ 
tal  broadcast  of  scenes  from  a  Broadway  play  --  Gertrude  Lawrence  in 
"Susan  and  God." 

TV  got  a  major  spurt  in  1939  when  NBC  programming  from  the 
New  York  World’s  Fair  opened  an  experimental  program  service  May  3. 

On  Aug.  26,  NBC  offered  the  first  TV  coverage  of  a  major  league 
baseball  game  between  the  Brooklyn  Dodgers  and  Cincinnati  Reds  from 
Ebbets  Field.  That  program  followed  the  May  17  Princeton-Columbia 

(more) 
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baseball  game  at  New  York's  Eaker  Field  --  the  very  first  baseball 
event  on  TV.  The  first  college  football  game  on  NBC-TV  was  the 
Fordham -Waynes burg  clash  at  Randall's  Island,  New  York  City,  on 
Sept.  30,  and  the  first  pro  grid  coverage  took  place  Oct.  22  when 
the  Brooklyn  Dodgers  met  the  Philadelphia  Eagles  at  Ebbets  Field. 
Tennis,  too,  figured  in  NBC's  pioneering  sports  roundup,  with  the 
Eastern  Grass  Courts  Championship  at  Rye,  N.  Y.,  on  Aug.  9.  Special 
events  gave  TV  an  impact  that  was  enhanced  by  a  10-hour  weekly 
experimental  schedule  including  dramas  and  musicals. 

That  year  also  brought  the  first  full-hour  TV  drama,  Owen 
Davis's  "The  Donovan  Affair."  The  first  TV  presentation  of  a  feature 
film  on  a  regular  program  was  "The  Heart  of  New  York."  And  another 
"first"  was  scored  with  an  original  TV  revue,  "As  Others  See  Us." 

Radio,  still  growing  with  continuing  and  constantly  added 
features,  had  an  extraordinary  highlight  in  1939  when  Gian  Carlo 
Menotti's  opera,  "The  Old  Maid  and  the  Thief,"  commissioned  by  NBC, 
had  its  premiere  on  the  network.  And  in  a  much  lighter  "operatic" 
vein,  "Grand  Ole  Opry"  started  that  year,  establishing  a  milestone 
in  country  music  and  comedy.  A  TV  opera  achievement  was  an  industry 
highlight  of  1940  when  NBC  presented  the  first  video  opera  broadcast 
with  Metropolitan  stars.  The  program  consisted  of  a  tabloid  version 
of  "Pagliacci"  from  Radio  City. 

And  1940  continued  the  tallying  of  NBC-TV  sports  "firsts" 
with  the  Rangers-Canadiens  hockey  game  at  Madison  Square  Garden,  and 
the  Pittsburgh-Fordham  and  N.Y.U. -Georgetown  basketball  games,  also 
at  the  Garden. 

That  year  also  marked  NBC's  first  inter-city  networking  of 
TV  stations.  This  was  first  achieved  for  a  demonstration  at  WRGB, 

(more) 
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Schenectady,  N.  Y.  (for  members  of  the  FCC)  of  TV  pictures  received 
direct  from  New  York,  WRGB  thus  became  NBC’s  first  TV  affiliate.  And 
the  newly  laid  coaxial  cable  between  New  York  and  Philadelphia 
permitted  NBC  coverage  of  the  Republican  National  Convention  from  the 
latter  city,  making  NBC-TV  a  three-city  network.  Later  that  Summer, 
films  of  the  Democratic  Convention  in  Chicago  were  rushed  to  New  York 
for  delayed  TV  presentations  (the  first  use  of  this  method  for  a 
special  event).  The  Election  Day  returns  of  the  Roosevelt-Willkie 
race  were  an  added  highlight. 

Commercial  TV  was  authorized  in  1941  and  WNBT,  replacing 
W2XBS,  went  on  the  air  as  the  world’s  first  commercial  TV  station  and 
had  four  sponsors  on  the  first  day  of  operations  --  July  1.  The 
Empire  State  Building  transmitter  had  figured  in  the  news  earlier 
in  the  year,  on  Feb.  20,  with  the  first  transmission  of  a  picture  in 
color. 

THE  NBC  News  radio  flash  on  Dec.  7,  1941,  that  Japan  had 
attacked  Pearl  Harbor  put  both  radio  and  TV  on  a  wartime  basis.  The 
following  months  witnessed  the  world-wide  expansion  of  NBC  News 
facilities,  and  an  austerity  reduction  (to  four  hours  a  week)  of 
NBC  television  service. 

An  official  War  Department  program,  "The  Army  Hour," 
started  on  NBC  Radio  in  1942,  bringing  reports  from  military  bases 
and  battle  areas.  NBC  shortwave  operations  were  turned  over  to  the 
Office  of  War  Information  on  Nov.  1  of  1942.  And,  in  1948,  the 
shortwave  stations  became  an  integral  part  of  the  State  Department's 
"Voice  of  America." 

Another  NBC  Radio  premiere  of  1942  was  the  "NBC  University 


of  the  Air"  series.

In  1942,  the  Blue  Network  was  separated  from  NBC  and 
established  as  the  Blue  Network  Company,  eventually  to  become  the 
American  Broadcasting  Company. 

While  the  war  years  curtailed  TV  program  service  for  the 
public,  NBC’s  video  facilities  were  used  for  civil  defense  and 
servicemen’s  benefit  projects. 

The  national  conventions  and  Roosevelt -Dewey  election 
returns  were  1944  NBC  Radio  highlights.  In  1945*  President  Truman 
was  the  first  U.  S.  chief  executive  on  a  TV  network  at  the  Navy  Day 
celebration  in  New  York’s  Central  Park.  (President  Franklin  D. 
Roosevelt  had  previously  been  on  NBC's  New  York  station  in  the 
opening  World’s  Fair  TV  program  of  1939). 

National  and  international  headlines  continued  to  whet  radio 
and  TV  audiences'  appetites  for  news  and  public  service  shows,  and 
the  trend  was  further  recognized  in  NBC's  1946  TV  coverage  of  the 
opening  UN  Security  Council  sessions  in  New  York.  The  Louis-Conn 
heavyweight  championship  fight  was  an  added  1946  highlight. 

First  TV  coverage  of  the  opening  of  Congress  was  a  Jan.  2, 
1947*  feature,  and  President  Truman  participated  in  the  first  TV 
program  from  the  White  House  on  Oct.  5.  Beginning  on  Sept.  30  of 
that  year,  the  first  TV  coverage  of  a  World  Series  took  place  with 
broadcast  of  the  Yankee-Dodger  contests.  "Kraft  Television  Theatre" 
started  its  NBC  run  that  year.  "The  Howdy  Doody  Show,"  pioneer 
children’s  TV  series  with  a  puppet  "co-star,"  was  also  born  in  1947. 

In  1948  puppets  also  figured  prominently  in  the  network  debut  of 
"Kukla,  Fran  and  Ollie"  over  an  NBC -TV  Midwest  hookup.  In  1951* 
the  series  was  on  the  national  network.  (The  basic  components  of 

(more) 
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of  this  famous  series  are  now  represented  on  NBC-TV  in  the  1961-62 
season  with  the  Mcnday-through-Friday  "Burr  Tillstrorn’s  Kukla  and 
Ollie"  series).  On  Dec.  5  of  1947*  the  Louis-Walcott  fight  at 
New  York’s  Madison  Square  Garden  was  presented  on  NBC-TV  along  the 
Eastern  Seaboard  to  an  estimated  audience  of  one  million. 

Two  of  radio’s  long-established  radio  musical  features  — 
Arturo  Toscanini  and  the  NBC  Symphony  Orchestra,  and  the  "Voice  of 
Firestone"  --  were  broadcast  on  NBC-TV  for  the  first  time  in  1948. 

This  was  the  year,  too,  in  which  Milton  Berle  —  soon  to  be 
hailed  as  "Mr.  Television"  --  made  his  NBC-TV  debut  as  star  of  the 
"Texaco  Star  Theatre,"  one  of  TV’s  biggest  all-time  hits.  "Philco 
Television  Playhouse,"  one  of  TV’s  most  significant  drama  series, 
also  started  in  1948. 

It  was  on  Jan.  1,  1948,  that  Robert  W.  Sarnoff,  now  ! 

Chairman  of  the  Board,  joined  NBC.  Starting  as  an  account  executive 
in  the  Sales  Department,  he  moved  up  through  the  various  divisions  of 
the  company,  participating  in  both  programming  and  business  activities. 
He  was  elected  a  Vice  President  of  NBC  in  June,  1951 5  Executive  Vice 
President  Dec.  4,  1953;  President  and  chief  executive  officer  on 
Dec.  7*  1955*  and  Chairman  of  the  Board  and  chief  executive  officer 
on  July  11,  1958. 

Soon  after  joining  NBC  in  1948,  he  became  assistant  to 
the  National  Program  Director  of  the  Television  Network.  The  next 
step  was  his  promotion  to  Television  Production  Manager,  followed 
by  a  period  as  Television  Program  Sales  Manager. 

Long  before  he  became  NBC’s  top  executive,  Mr.  Sarnoff  took 
a  hand  in  making  possible  two  of  television’s  most  memorable  series. 

As  the  network’s  Director  of  Unit  Productions  in  1951*  he  supervised 
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the  birth  of  the  NBC  Opera  —  an  institution  that  is  still  unique 
in  broadcasting  --  as  well  as  the  launching  of  "Victory  at  Sea," 
television’s  first  documentary  series.  For  his  part  in  making  the 
26  half-hour  programs  portraying  naval  operations  in  World  War  II, 
he  received  the  Navy’s  Distinguished  Public  Service  Award,  the  highest 
decoration  the  Navy  can  confer  on  a  civilian. 

During  his  administration,  NBC  has  led  the  way  in  the 
development  of  special  programming  and  the  expansion  of  color  tele¬ 
vision.  Season  after  season,  consistent  increases  in  color  programming 
have  now  brought  NBC’s  color  schedule  up  to  the  level  of  1,600  hours 
this  year,  with  some  2,000  hours  of  color  programming  estimated  for 
1962. 

Mr.  Sarnoff,  a  native  of  New  York  City,  is  the  son  of  Brig. 
General  David  Sarnoff,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  the  Radio  Corporation 
of  America . 

A  special  musical  highlight  of  19^-8  was  the  simultaneous 
TV  and  radio  broadcast  on  April  3  featuring  Arturo  Toscanini  and  the 
NBC  Symphony  in  Beethoven’s  "Ninth  Symphony."  That  same  year,  on 
Feb.  22,  NBC  presented  the  first  TV  network  broadcast  of  a  religious 
service  from  a  house  of  worship:  historic  Trinity  Church  in  New  York 
City. 

The  second  Louis-Walcott  fight  in  two  seasons  was  covered 
by  NBC-TV  on  June  25 *  19^8  from  Yankee  Stadium,  the  audience  over  a 
seven-station  Eastern  hookup  being  estimated  at  six  million  --  six 
times  the  size  of  the  audience  of  the  19^-7  fight. 

The  19^8  national  conventions,  the  Truman -Dewey  campaigns 
and  returns  received  comprehensive  coverage  by  NBC  Radio  and  NBC-TV ♦

First  TV  coverage  of  a  President’s  Inauguration  took  place  when 
Mr.  Truman  took  the  oath  Jan.  20,  1949. 

Comedian  Sid  Caesar  started  on  NBC’s  "Admiral  Broadway 
Revue"  in  1949  and,  in  the  following  year,  continued  as  star  of  "Your 
Show  of  Shows." 

In  all,  1950  was  a  big  TV  comedy  year:  Bob  Hope  made 
his  debut  in  the  media,  Groucho  Marx  started  a  regular  series,  and 
the  "Comedy  Hour"  and  "Four  Star  Revue"  (each  with  a  rotating  list 
of  name  stars)  were  launched.  Headline  performers  attracted  to  TV 
from  radio  that  year  also  included  Fred  Allen,  Eddie  Cantor,  Jimmy 
Durante,  Jack  Carson,  Kate  Smith  and  Martha  Raye.  "The  Big  Show" 
starring  Tallulah  Bankhead  with  noted  guests  started  on  NBC  Radio 
in  1950. 

Bob  Hope  made  his  TV  network  premiere  on  NBC  in  1950  with 
an  Easter  Sunday  90-minute  special  broadcast.  "Broadway  Open  House," 
late-night,  five-times-a-week  variety  show,  started  on  NBC-TV  this 
year. 

Also  in  1950,  Robert  Montgomery  joined  the  list  of  NBC-TV 
personalities  in  a  narrator-producer-actor  role  and  headed  his  own 
drama  series.  Jan.  13  of  1950  marked  the  first  use  of  NBC's  perfected 
rear  screen  projection  system  to  integrate  and  synchronize  filmed 
background  and  live  foreground  action. 

Drama  received  another  major  contribution  in  1951  when 
"Goodyear  Television  Theatre"  started  its  NBC  run. 

"The  Kate  Smith  Hour"  on  NBC  had  the  distinction  of  being 
the  first  daytime  show  —  and  the  first  women's  program  —  to  be 
presented  on  coast-to-coast  network  TV,  starting  Oct.  1,  1950. 
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Dean  Martin,  Jerry  Lewis  and  Dinah  Shore  all  scored  in 
nighttime  TV  series  in  1951.  On  Nov.  15  of  that  year  NBC  observed 
its  Silver  Jubilee.  Christmas  Eve  of  1951  witnessed  the  NBC  Opera 
Company’s  world  premiere  of  Menotti’s  "Amahl  and  the  Night  Visitors,” 
a  modern  classic  that  has  been  repeated  by  popular  request  many  times. 
And  it  was  during  1951  that  "Watch  Mr.  Wizard"  began  intriguing 
young  TV  viewers  via  NBC. 

In  the  same  year  --  on  Sept.  4  --  NBC-TV  began  coast-to- 
coast  operation  (with  64  stations)  with  coverage  of  the  signing  of 
the  Japanese  Peace  Treaty  in  San  Francisco.  At  the  start  of  1951*  NBC 
completed  the  reconversion  of  its  Studio  8-H  in  Radio  City  into  "the 
most  modern,  most  versatile  and  largest  TV  studio  in  the  world." 

In  1952,  NBC  opened  up  early-morning  network  TV  for  mass 
audiences  with  the  creation  of  "Today,"  featuring  an  original  format 
of  news,  news  features,  interviews  and  entertainment.  Dave  Garroway, 
who  had  scored  in  the  earlier  NBC-TV  "Garroway-at -Large "  programs 
from  Chicago,  presided  over  the  "Today"  show  until  the  Fall  of  1961, 
when  NBC  News  correspondent  John  Chancellor  was  assigned  the  host’s 
role.  On  Jan.  6,  1952,  "Hallmark  Hall  of  Fame"  began  its  distinguished 
TV  series. 

Another  achievement  mark  was  established  by  NBC  in  1952 
with  the  26-week  "Victory  at  Sea"  series,  the  filmed  naval  history  of 
World  War  II  that  Is  still  being  shown  around  the  world.  A  "Project 
20"  90-minute  special  was  culled  out  of  "Victory  at  Sea,"  and  this, 
like  the  series  itself,  was  offered  to  individual  stations,  most 
recently  being  booked  in  Japan.

On  Dec.  17*  1953 *  the  Federal  Communications  Commission 
approved  the  standards  for  compatible  color  television  which  had 
been  presented  to  it  by  RCA,  NBC  and  others. 

Color  television,  continually  pioneered  by  NBC  and  RCA, 
received  a  big  added  push  in  1953  when  an  NBC  Opera  production 
("Carmen'1)  was  first  offered  as  a  color  attraction. 

With  the  "Today"  format  a  two-year-old  success,  NBC-TV, 
in  195“'j  came  forward  with  two  more  bold  pioneering  moves  in  other 
time  brackets  of  the  Monday-through-Friday  schedule.  It  introduced 
"Home,1'  starring  Arlene  Francis,  in  a  midday  time  spot  and  the  "Tonight" 
show  starring  Steve  Allen  in  a  late-night  period.  The  "Tonight"  show 
(like  "Today")  proved  a  solid  success  in  showmanship,  viewership  and 
sponsorship,  evolving  as  the  famous  "Jack  Paar  Show." 

New  words  --  "spectaculars"  and  "specials"  --  entered  the 
industry’s  vocabulary  when  Max  Liebman’s  "Satins  and  Spurs,"  starring 
Betty  Hutton,  was  presented  in  195^*  The  "special"  prevails  industry¬ 
wide  to  this  day,  but  nowhere  else  has  it  been  developed  in  quality 
and  quantity  as  at  NBC,  where  the  idea  originated. 

Mary  Martin  in  "Peter  Pan,"  first  presented  on  NBC-TV  in 
1955  (establishing  a  then-record  audience  estimated  at  65,000,000) 
proved  the  wide  appeal  of  the  TV  special.  Perry  Como  started  as  a 
Saturday  night  feature  that  year.  "Wide  Wide  World,"  which  debuted 
in  1055 j  pioneered  with  long-distance  pickups  and  filmed  and  taped 
inserts  --  a  formula  widely  used  in  the  news  feature  programs  of  the 
present.  Daytime  TV  and  color  TV  were  bolstered  that  year  by  the 
start  of  the  Monday-through-Frilday  full-hour  "NBC  Matinee  Theater" 
live  color  dramas.  In  the  Fall,  Perry  Como  started  his  weekly 
full -hour  Saturday  variety  show.

NBC  Radio's  ''Monitor"  was  started  as  a  two-day,  weekend 
' round-the-schedule  feature,  embracing  news,  news  features,  special 
events  and  entertainment  highlights,  with  name  emcees  in  bracketed 
periods.  It  proved  a  key  formula  in  revitalizing  a  media  that  was 
still  affected  by  TV's  audience -drawing  power. 

The  first  color  broadcast  of  a  World  Series  (Dodgers- 
Yankees)  was  an  NBC-TV  1955  highlight. 

The  teaming  of  Chet  Huntley  and  David  Brinkley  by  NBC  News 
for  coverage  of  the  1956  national  political  conventions  marked  the 
start  of  the  famous  news  partnership  that  has  won  many  honors  and 
awards  for  achievements  on  the  air. 

The  three-hour  color  film  of  Laurence  Olivier  in  "Richard 
III"  was  an  outstanding  NBC-TV  special  of  1956,  the  program  coinciding 
"day-and-date "  with  the  British  film's  theatrical  premiere.  Three 
'Project  20"  specials  --  "The  Great  War,"  "The  Jazz  Age"  and  "The 
Twisted  Cross"  (all  to  be  repeated  in  future  years  by  popular  demand) 
--  were  1956  highlights.  Tennessee  Ernie  Ford  started  as  a  daytime 
across-the-board  attraction  as  well  as  a  weekly  nighttime  feature  on 
the  network  that  year.  Steve  Allen  began  a  ; Sunday  night  variety  hour 
in  1956. 

Jack  Paar  took  the  host's  role  on  "Tonight"  in  1957  and 
won  such  wide  attention  that  it  was  to  be  retitled  with  his  name. 

"Wagon  Train"  started  its  first  cross-country  trek  on 
the  NBC-TV  schedule  in  1957  and  soon  won  booking  'round  the  world. 
Highlighted  specials  of  the  year  included  the  Old  Vic  presentation 
of  "Romeo  and  Juliet"  and  Mary  Martin  in  "Annie  Get  Your  Gun."

In  the  Spring  of  1957,  NBC-TV  started  an  extensive  series 
of  live  programs  in  cooperation  with  the  Educational  Radio  and 
Television  Center,  Ann  Arbor,  Mich.,  to  the  nation’s  educational  TV 
stations . 

Under  the  direction  of  Robert  W.  Samoff,  Chairman  of  the 
Board,  higher  education  via  TV  got  its  biggest  assist  to  date  with 
the  start  of  "Continental  Classroom"  in  October  of  1958.  This  was 
network  television’s  first  college-level  instruction  for  formal 
credits.  It  was  soon  found  that  the  series  had  wide  general  appeal, 
too,  even  with  viewers  not  seeking  the  college  credits.  This  acclaimed 
project  added  a  new  course  each  succeeding  season  and  supplemented  it 
with  a  repeat  of  the  course  introduced  the  season  before. 

In  the  area  of  1958  specials,  NBC  presented  "An  Evening 
with  Fred  Astaire,"  a  color  program  that  won  multiple  awards.  Honors, 
too,  were  accorded  the  "Hallmark  Hall  of  Fame"  production  of  "Little 
Moon  of  Alban"  (later  to  emerge  as  a  Broadway  play). 

The  start  of  the  satellite-sputnik  era  that  year  was 
marked  by  NBC  News’  comprehensive  coverage  of  the  world’s  space  and 
missile  stories  on  TV  and  radio.  With  enlarged  facilities,  NBC  News 
had  the  advantage  of  science  reporting  know-how  going  back  to 
Professor  Auguste  Piccard’s  early  balloon  explorations  of  the 
stratosphere  and  William  Beebe’s  study  of  ocean  depths  in  a 
bathysphere . 

Robert  E.  Kintner,  who  had  been  Executive  Vice  President 
of  NBC  since  1957,  became  President  July  11,  1958,  when  Robert  W. 
Sarnoff  advanced  to  Chairman  of  the  Board  and  chief  executive  officer.

Mr.  Kintner  joined  NBC  Jan.  1,  1957*  as  an  Executive  Vice 
President,  responsible  for  coordinating  all  color  activities.  Prior 
to  that  was  President  of  the  American  Broadcasting  Company. 

On.  Feb.  5*  1957*  Mr.  Kintner  was  named  Executive  Vice 
President,  Television  Network  Programs  and  Sales,  at  the  same  time 
continuing  to  direct  all  of  the  network’s  expanding  color  activities. 
He  was  elected  to  the  NBC  Board  of  Directors  June  12,  1957.  Mr. 
Kintner  was  appointed  Executive  Vice  President,  Television  Network, 
on  Feb.  19*  1958 *  and  was  elected  President  of  NBC  on  July  11,  of 
that  year. 

He  was  born  in  Stroudsburg,  Pa.  Following  his  graduation 
from  Swarthmore  College,  he  joined  the  New  York  Herald  Tribune, 
where  he  specialized  in  financial  writing.  He  then  became  Washington 
correspondent  for  that  newspaper  and  later,  with  Joseph  Alsop,  wrote 
a  nationally  syndicated  Washington  newspaper  column. 

"Bonanza,"  the  first  full-hour  Western  in  color,  started 
in  1959,  as  did  "Laramie"  (a  full-hour  Western,  too,  that  added  color 
for  the  1961-62  season). 

"The  Moon  and  Sixpence,"  starring  Laurence  Olivier,  was 
one  of  1959' s  leading  specials. 

In  1959*  NBC  News,  in  cooperation  with  the  British 
Broadcasting  Corporation,  made  first  U.  S.  network  TV  use  of  news film 
transmitted  over  trans-Atlantic  cable.  First  event:  The  Queen’s 
departure  for  Canada  from  London. 

The  leadership  of  NBC  News  and  Public  Affairs  was  never 
better  demonstrated  than  in  i960. 

It  was  through  the  initiative  of  NBC’s  Robert  W.  Sarnoff 
that  "The  Great  Debates"  in  i960  between  John  F.  Kennedy  and

Richard  M.  Nixon  became  a  reality.  Immediately  after  the  nominations, 
Mr.  Sarnoff  was  first  to  invite  them  to  meet  in  face-to-face  TV  and 
radio  discussions.  Following  their  acceptance  of  Mr.  Sarnoff' s  offer, 
legislative  action  was  completed  suspending  the  legal  restrictions 
of  "equal  time"  and  making  the  debate  series  feasible.  Mr.  Sarnoff 
has  long  been  an  advocate  of  permanent  repeal  of  Section  315  of  the 
Communications  Act,  a  step  that  could  assure  such  programming  as  "The 
Great  Debates"  in  future  campaigns. 

Detailed  and  feature  coverage  of  the  primaries,  the 
campaign  and  the  election  again  spelled  NBC  News  leadership  in 
broadcasting.  "The  Nation's  Future"  series  of  debates  (with  world 
headline  personalities)  and  the  "NBC  White  Paper"  programs  were  new 
achievements  of  NBC  News  in  i960. 

The  two-hour  "Hallmark"  presentation  of  "Macbeth"  and  a 
new  Mary  Martin  "Peter  Pan"  production  were  among  the  top  color 
specials  of  the  same  year.  And  the  "Special  Projects"  color  program, 
"The  Coming  of  Christ"  also  won  acclaim.  Both  these  specials  were 
scheduled  for  encore  broadcasts. 

The  current  1961-62  season  finds  NBC-TV  offering  an 
unprecedented  blend  of  entertainment  and  information  shows  featuring 
top  showbusiness  names,  award-winning  correspondents  and  the  production 
talent  of  the  NBC-TV  Program  Department,  NBC  News  and  NBC  Special 
Projects .

"Project  Mercury:  Chimp  Orbit,"  a  special  NBC  News  program 
covering  the  launching  of  a  chimpanzee  in  orbit  around  the  earth,  was 
presented  on  the  NBC -TV  Network  today  (Nov.  29,  9:57-10:29  a.m.  EST). 

The  live  coverage  of  the  launching  was  preceded  by  periodic 
reports  from  Cape  Canaveral  on  the  "Today"  program.  In  remote  broad¬ 
casts  from  Canaveral,  NBC  News  correspondent  Roy  Neal  reported  on 
preparations  for  the  attempt. 

The  special  program,  featuring  NBC  News  correspondent  Frank 
McGee  as  anchorman  in  New  York,  included  background  on  the  launching 
as  a  major  step  in  the  U.  S.  man-in-space  program.  It  covered  the 
countdown  and  the  liftoff  of  the  Atlas  missile  that  carried  the  space 
capsule  with  its  chimpanzee  passenger.

The  11th  annual  Christmas  showing  of  Gian  Carlo  Menotti's 
"Amahl  and  the  Night  Visitors”  will  be  presented  by  the  NBC  Opera 
Company  Sunday,  Dec.  24  (NBC-TV,  4-5  p.m.  EST).  The  opera  classic  was 
commissioned  by  NBC  and  given  its  world  premiere  on  Christmas  Eve,  1951. 

It  was  presented  also  the  following  Easter  by  popular  demand. 

Menotti  composed  the  music  and  wrote  the  libretto,  as  he  does 
with  all  his  operas.  Two  other  operas  have  been  composed  by  Menotti  on 
commission  of  the  National  Broadcasting  Company.  "The  Old  Maid  and  the 
Thief"  was  written  especially  for  radio,  and  "Maria  Golovin"  for  tele¬ 
vision.  The  latter  opera  was  presented  first  in  a  stage  presentation  by 
the  NBC  Opera  Company  at  the  Brussels  World  Fair.  Still  another 
commission  is  outstanding,  and  it  is  expected  that  Menotti  will  have  the 
opera  ready  for  NBC  presentation  next  season. 

"Amahl  and  the  Night  Visitors"  was  an  instantaneous  success. 

It  has  been  seen  in  literally  thousands  of  presentations  by  small  and 
large  groups  throughout  the  world.  In  this  country  hundreds  of 
productions  are  given  by  churches  and  community  groups  as  well  as  concert 
and  operatic  organizations  each  year.

When  the  visitors  tell  the 
mother  of  the  Child  they  seek,  she  expresses  sorrow  that  she  has 
nothing  to  send  as  a  gift.  Amahl  then  offers  his  home-made  wooden 
crutch,  and  he  is  miraculously  cured  of  his  lameness.  Amahl  follows 
the  Three  Kings  on  their  journey  to  give  his  own  thanks  to  the  Child. 

This  presentation  is  a  tape  re-showing  of  the  production  of 
1958.  The  familiar  cast  includes  Rosemary  Kuhlmann  as  the  mother,  Kirk 
Jordan  as  Amahl,  Leon  Lishner  as  King  Balthasar,  Andrew  McKinley  as  King 
Caspar,  David  Aiken  as  King  Melchior,  and  Francis  Monachino  as  the  page.

NBC  News  covered  the  successful  launching  of  a  champanzee  in 
orbit  around  the  earth  with  the  broadcast  of  three  special  programs 
totaling  one  hour  and  40  minutes  on  the  NBC-TV  Network  yesterday 
(Nov.  29). 

The  first  of  the  specials  was  "Project  Mercury:  Chimp  Orbit" 
(9:57-10:29  a. ,m.  EST),  which  included  live  coverage  of  the  launching 
of  the  Atlas  missile  and  its  space  capsule  as  well  as  reports  on  the 
significance  of  the  flight  in  the  U.  S.  man-in-space  program. 

A  second  special  offered  live  coverage  of  the  news  conference 
of  the  National  Aeronautics  and  Space  Administration  at  Cape  Canaveral. 
The  program  (4-4:53  p.m.  EST)  included  a  discussion  by  NASA  officials  of 
the  results  of  the  flight  and  an  announcement  that  Marine  Lt.  Col. 

John  H.  Glenn  Jr.  would  be  prime  astronaut  in  the  first  U.  S.  attempt  to 
place  a  man  in  orbit. 

The  third  special  (11:15-11:30  p.m.  EST)  recapitulated  the 
events  of  the  day  and  evaluated  their  meaning  for  future  space  attempts. 
It  included  reports  by  NBC  News  correspondents  at  Cape  Canaveral  and 
statements  by  members  of  the  NASA  team. 

In  addition,  NBC  News  interrupted  NBC-TV  programming  periodic¬ 
ally  during  the  day  to  report  last-minute  developments  in  the  flight.

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2  -  Space  Flight  Coverage 


In  a  five-minute  bulletin  at  2  p.m.  EST,  NBC  News  reported  that  the 
capsule  was  being  brought  back  to  earth  after  two  orbits,  instead  of 
three,  because  of  heat  problems  in  the  capsule. 

The  first  two  of  the  special  programs,  "Project  Mercury: 
Chimp  Orbit,"  were  sponsored  by  the  Gulf  Oil  Corporation.  Frank 
McGee  was  anchorman  on  the  specials  and  NBC  News  correspondents  Roy 
Neal  and  Peter  Hackes  reported  from  Cape  Canaveral.  Chet  Hagan  was 
producer  and  James  Kitchell  was  associate  producer  and  director  at 
Canaveral. 

The  launching  and  news  conference  was  also  covered  live  on 
the  NBC  Radio  Network.  In  addition,  a  radio  special  was  presented  at 
9:05-9:30  p.m.  EST.  Jay  Barbree  was  reporter  at  Canaveral  and  Bob 
Goralski  was  producer  of  the  NBC  Radio  coverage.

MONTHLY  TIME  TOTAL  OP  NBC  NEWS  TV  PROGRAMS 
AGAIN  WILL  TOP  100  HOURS  IN  DECEMBER 

NBC  News  programming  on  the  NBC-TV  Network  for  December  again 
will  top  the  100-hour  mark. 

In  addition  to  39  regular  NBC  News  programs,  totaling  92  hours 
and  40  minutes,  five  special  programs  already  are  scheduled.  News 
specials  covering  late-breaking  developments,  wiich  often  are  scheduled 
only  hours  before  air  time,  are  expected  to  bring  the  monthly  total  well 
over  100  hours. 

Like  the  NBC  News  organization  itself,  three  of  the 
scheduled  specials  will  cover  places  of  news  interest  around  the  globe. 
These  programs  are: 

"Japan:  East  Is  West"  Monday,  Dec.  4  (8-9  p.m.  EST  in  color), 
an  examination  of  the  impact  of  the  West  upon  Japan  and  the  conflict 
between  the  new  patterns  of  living  and  the  country’s  traditional  culture. 
Filmed  in  Japan,  with  Edwin  Newman  as  on-the-scene  narrator,  the  program 
will  be  presented  in  color.  It  will  be  sponsored  by  Lincoln-Mercury 
division  of  the  Ford  Motor  Company. 

"Sentry  Abroad"  Thursday,  Dec.  7  (7’30-8:30  p.m.  EST),  a 
"primer"  on  U.  S.  military  strength  overseas,  giving  an  accounting  of 
men  and  facilities  and  evaluating  U.  S.  capabilities  to  prevent  another 
surprise  attack  like  that  of  two  decades  ago.  Frank  McGee  will 
be  the  commentator.  The  program  is  one  of  three  special  programs

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sponsored  by  the  Elgin  National  Watch  Company  with  the  over-all  title 
"Now... in  Our  Time." 

"The  Peace  Corps  in  Tanganyika"  Friday,  Dec.  13  (9:30  to 
10:30  p.m.  EST  in  color),  a  progress  report  on  the  training  and  assign¬ 
ment  of  a  group  of  young  Peace  Corps  volunteers  —  geologists,  civil 
engineers  and  surveyors  --  in  which  the  men  explain  why  they  joined  and 
how  they  feel  about  their  jobs  and  the  country  where  they  will  work  for 
two  years.  Ray  Scherer  will  be  on-the-scene  reporter.  The  program,  to 
be  presented  in  color,  is  another  program  in  the  "Now... in  Our  Time" 
series  sponsored  by  Elgin. 

The  fourth  scheduled  special  program  will  be  a  discussion  of 
a  theological  theme  on  "The  Nation’s  Future"  Sunday,  Dec.  24  from  5  to 
6  p.m.  EST.  The  topic  and  participants  will  be  announced  soon. 

The  fifth  scheduled  special  program  will  be  another  in  the 
award-winning  "NBC  White  Paper"  series  Tuesday,  Dec.  26  from  10  to 
11  p.m.  EST.  The  subject  of  this  program  also  will  be  announced  soon.

NBC  News  over  the  years  has  steadily  expanded  its  staff,  its 
facilities  and  its  coverage  until  today,  under  the  direction  of 
William  R.  McAndrew,  Executive  Vice  President,  NBC  News,  its  programs 
represent  about  one-fourth  of  the  entire  schedule  of  the  NBC-TV  Network. 

These  include  the  regular  programs  produced  by  NBC  News  -- 
39  of  them  each  week  --  ranging  from  the  early  morning  sessions  of 
"Continental  Classroom"  to  the  evening  "David  Brinkley’s  Journal"  and 
"Frank  McGee’s  Here  and  Now."  They  vary  in  length  from  Sander 
Vanocur’s  five-minute  "Afternoon  Report"  to  John  Chancellor’s  two-hour 
"Today"  program.  They  span  such  diverse  areas  as  religion  on 
"Frontiers  of  Faith, "  algebra  and  American  government  on  the  education¬ 
al  series,  and  reports  on  politics,  foreign  affairs,  economics,  art, 
music,  science  and  virtually  every  other  topical  area  of  current 
interest . 


The  regular  programs  include  such  "hard"  news  series  as  "The 
Huntley-Brinkley  Report"  on  television  and  i:News-on-the-Hour 11  on  radio, 
background  reports  such  as  those  of  "Chet  Huntley  Reporting”  on  TV  and 
"Emphasis"  on  radio,  and  discussion  programs  like  "Meet  the  Press" 
(which  is  broadcast  on  both  the  TV  and  radio  networks).

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The  news  schedule  also  Includes  some  40  major  nighttime 
specials  supervised  by  Julian  Goodman,  Vice  President,  NBC  News.  These 
have  ranged  from  David  Brinkley* s  "Our  Man  in  Vienna"  to  Chet  Huntley’s 
"The  Many  Faces  of  Spain."  Many  of  them  are  arranged  in  related 
groups,  such  as  the  "NBC  White  Paper"  which  opened  its  1961-62  season 
with  an  eyewitness  report  on  the  fighting  in  Angola,  or  the  "JFK  Reports'' 
series  on  the  Presidency,  the  "Threshold"  series  on  space  achievements, 
and  "Breakthrough"  which  documents  major  developments  in  medical 
research. 

In  addition,  there  is  an  equal  number  of  hard  news  specials, 
frequently  scheduled  only  hours  before  airtime  to  cover  fast-breaking 
events.  In  recent  months  these  "instant  specials,"  as  they  are  called, 
have  dealt  with  the  Berlin  crisis,  the  second  U.  S.  astronaut  flight, 
the  trial  of  Adolf  Eichmann,  the  Russian  resumption  of  nuclear  tests, 
the  neutral  nations,  the  death  of  UN  Secretary  General  Dag  Hammarskjold 
and  many  other  subjects. 

The  NBC  News  programs  have  won  awards  in  all  the  major  groups 
of  broadcast  and  journalism  honors  --  Sylvania  Awards,  George  Polk 
Memorial  Awards,  Robert  Flaherty  Awards,  George  Foster  Peabody  Awards, 
Alfred  I.  DuPont  Awards,  Overseas  Press  Club  Awards,  Emmy  Awards,  Ohio 
State  Awards  and  many  others. 

For  its  wide  coverage,  NBC  News  uses  nearly  700  correspondents 
and  cameramen  stationed  in  every  news-gathering  center  of  the  world,  from 
Paris  to  Hong  Kong  and  from  Washington  to  Moscow.  Within  the  past  year, 
as  part  of  its  continuing  expansion,  the  network  has  opened  new  bureaus 
in  Rio  de  Janeiro,  Brazil;  Buenos  Aires,  Argentina;  Ottawa,  Canada; 
Leopoldville,  the  Congo;  and  in  Miami,  which  serves  as  a  base  of  opera¬ 
tions  for  NBC  Newsmen  reporting  on  events  in  the  Caribbean.

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With  these  resources  to  draw  on,  NBC  News  can  assemble  a 
massive  array  of  men  and  equipment  to  cover  a  major  event  swiftly  and 
comprehensively.  For  the  i960  national  political  conventions,  for 
example,  Chet  Huntley  and  David  Brinkley  were  backed  up  by  some  300  news¬ 
men  and  technicians,  32  cameras  and  tons  of  other  equipment,  and  an 
entirely  new  system  of  "electronic  editing"  that  gave  the  NBC  Newsmen 
full  control  over  the  broadcast  facilities.  NBC-TV  convention  coverage 
attracted  an  audience  larger  than  that  of  both  other  networks  combined, 
won  virtually  unanimous  critical  acclaim,  and  confirmed  the  leading 
position  of  NBC  News  in  the  field  of  broadcast  journalism. 

NBC  began  building  its  news  service  as  soon  as  the  radio  net¬ 
work  went  on  the  air  in  November,  1926.  Within  a  matter  of  weeks, 
reporters  were  broadcasting  news  and  comment,  and  in  1927  full  coverage 
was  given  such  events  as  the  Lindbergh  flight  and  the  opening  of  the 
Peace  Bridge  at  Buffalo.  Weekly  commentaries  on  European  news  and  on 
business  conditions  were  started  in  1928.  NBC's  first  foreign  corres¬ 
pondents  were  assigned  in  1929  and  the  speech  of  King  George  V  opening 
the  London  Naval  Conference  was  carried  as  one  of  the  major  events  of 
1930. 

By  the  time  of  its  10th  anniversary  in  1936,  NBC's  correspond¬ 
ents  were  on  the  front  lines  in  Ethiopia  and  Spain  reporting  the  begin¬ 
nings  of  the  second  World  War.  During  the  Munich  crisis  in  1938,  when 
atmospheric  conditions  cut  off  other  American  broadcasters  from  immediate 
access  to  events  in  Europe,  NBC  News  set  up  a  roundabout  radio  circuit 
from  Europe  to  Africa  to  South  America  and  finally  to  New  York.  Thus, 
on  NBC  only,  Americans  heard  the  words  of  Prime  Minister  Chamberlain 
telling  how  Hitler  would  "come  half-way  to  meet  me"  in  Munich.

4-35  Years  of  NBC  News 


After  war  broke  out  in  Europe,  the  NBC  News  staff  went  on  an 
emergency  footing.  The  pre-arranged  signal  calling  key  personnel  to 
their  posts  was  a  "fourth  chime"  added  to  the  customary  three-chime 
signature  that  followed  the  close  of  every  program.  The  fourth  chime 
was  sounded  on  Sunday,  Dec.  J,  1941,  and  minutes  later  the  first  report 
of  the  attack  on  Pearl  Harbor  was  on  the  air.  The  following  day  NBC 
Newsman  Bert  Silen  reported  from  the  Philippines  the  attack  on  Nichols 
Field.*  Silen,  who  was  later  captured  by  the  Japanese  and  spent  the  war 
in  a  prison  camp,  opened  his  first  post-war  broadcast  with  the  words: 

"As  I  was  saying  before  I  was  so  rudely  interrupted..." 

The  gathering  of  news  from  remote  places,  which  seemed 
unusual  and  adventurous  during  World  War  II,  has  now  become  commonplace 
for  NBC  News  staffers.  In  Africa  alone,  the  network  now  receives 
regular  coverage  from  a  list  of  datelines  that  includes,  Johannesburg, 
Capetown,  Durban,  Port  Elizabeth,  Salisbury,  Kitwe,  Freetown,  Addis 
Ababa,  Accra,  Nairobi,  Lagos,  Luanda,  Monrovia,  and  Usumbura.  Recently, 
when  an  NBC  News  crew  turned  up  in  British  Guiana  to  cover  an  election 
there,  the  newsmen  found  two  other  NBC  crews  at  work  --  each  covering  a 
different  aspect  of  the  election  story. 

NBC 1 s  Public  Affairs  presentations  include  "Continental 
Classroom, "  which  continues  for  its  fourth  year  on  the  TV  Network  with 
a  new  course  in  American  Government  and  repeats  of  last  year's  course 
in  Mathematics.  The  course  is  broadcast  in  color  and  carried  by  some 
170  stations  across  the  country  Monday  through  Friday. 

"Continental  Classroom"  was  launched  in  the  Fall  of  1958*  with 
a  course  in  Atomic  Age  Physics.  In  1959-60  Modern  Chemistry  was  the

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new  course  and  the  Physics  course  was  re-run.  In  196 0-6 1  the  new  off¬ 
ering  was  Contemporary  Mathematics. 

Another  Public  Affairs  presentation  is  the  weekly  NBC  Tele¬ 
vision  religious  program,  which  is  on  view  24  times  a  year  as  "Frontiers 
of  Faith"  (in  cooperation  with  the  National  Council  of  Churches),  16 
times  as  "The  Catholic  Hour"  (with  the  National  Council  of  Catholic 
Men),  eight  times  as  "The  Eternal  Light"  (with  the  Jewish  Theological 
Seminary  of  America),  twice  as  "The  Southern  Baptist  Hour"  (with  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention),  once  as  "I  Believe,"  (with  the  Lutheran 
Church -Missouri  Synod),  and  once  as  "Faith  and  the  Bible"  (with  the 
American  Council  of  Christian  Churches).

The  magazine's  annual  Owl  Award  goes  to  "Project  20"  with 
this  citation  in  the  Jan.  2  issue:  "'The  Real  West'  and 
other  '20'  projects  took  a  long,  hard  and,  for  a  tele¬ 
vision  show,  refreshing  look  at  reality." 

Jack  Paar ' s  citation,  in  past,  reads: "He... 
established  the  kind  of  rapport  for  which  TV  was  designed: 
instant,  emotive  communication  with  a  live  (if  sleepy) 
audience . " 

"The  Real  West, "  produced  and  directed  by 
Donald  B.  Hyatt  with  the  late  Gary  Cooper  as  storyteller, 
was  broadcast  March  29.  Phil  Reisman  Jr.  wrote  the 
script,  Robert  Russell  Bennett  the  orchestral  score. 

Other  "Project  20"  programs  in  1961  were  "The 
Story  of  Will  Rogers,"  "Laughter:  U.  S.  A."  and  "Merrily 
We  Roll  Along."  Its  production  of  "The  Coming  of  Christ" 
will  be  broadcast  in  color  for  the  second  successive  year 
Wednesday,  Dec.  20.  Hyatt  is  producer  and  director  of 
"Project  20. " 
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
